IV. REMARKS 



1. Claim 15 is new and is the combination of claims 1 and 6, 
indicated by the Examiner as being allowable. 

A corrected drawing sheet for FIG. 1 is enclosed herewith, adding 
the legend "PRIOR ART" . 

2. With regard to the rejection of claims 9 and 10, it is 
respectfully submitted that the reference Sunay et al . ("Sunay") 
is not prior art for purposes of 35 U.S.C. §103 (a) . 

Both Sunay and Applicant's invention are commonly owned. Thus, 
under 35 U.S.C, §103 (c), Sunay is not prior art for purposes of 
35 U.S.C. §103 (a) , 

For all of the foregoing reasons, it is respectfully submitted 
that all of the claims now present in the application are clearly 
novel and patentable over the prior art of record, and are in 
proper form for allowance. Accordingly, favorable 

reconsideration and allowance is respectfully requested. Should
